out there is going be an upheaval 
in the city governmént of Atlanta that 
will berder on a revolution. ‘ 

It will mean the abolishing of every 
city board; the entire management of 
city affairs by the mayor and council; 
the election or appointment of the 
heads of all departments by the mayor 
and council or by departmental com- 
mittees from the council, appointed by 
the mayor: the adoption of a new ordi- 
nance system for the keeping of the 
city’s books and cash accounts. 


That the new plan is well under way } 


is not denied by some of those who are 
said to be the originators of the change 
in the city government. and it is ad- 
mitted that such a plan will take the 
place of any proposed new city char- 
ter and will be a compromise between 
a commission government and the pres- 
ent plan. 
Some New Charters in Soak. 

Tt will be recalled to mind that there 
now lies stored away in the city’s ar- 
chives a new city charter which was 
adopted by the charter revision com- 
mittee last summer after months of 
arduous work. There also lies stored 
away in the same archives ameter 
new city charter which was 
by a former charter revision Jouniutt- % 
tee three or .four vears ago. All of 
this goes to show that there has been 
@ steadily moving undercurrent of some 
kind seeking a change in Atlanta’s 
form of government. 

There are those now in the general 

council who thought a commission gov- 
ernment a too radical change, and 
who did not take to the new charter 
proposed last summer, but they be- 
lieved some changes could be made that 
might be beneficia!l. 
The talk of abolishing the boards 
no new one. For some vears every 
time there came a racket In the police 
hoard or some criticism of some other 
hoard, there was a cry of “Abolish the 
boards!”

It Is Neo Easy Matter. 

To abolish a lot of city boards is 
no easy matter, for nearly every mem- 
ber of a board starts to work against 
it and many of the heads of depart- 
ments put in an oar. This brings a 
heap of ‘fluence to bear upon the mem- 
bers of council. and ‘fluence counts a 
lots with people who are elected at the 
ballot box. 

But this time the cry of “Abolish the 
boards” is not raised by clamor born 
of discontent with a particular board. 
It comes this time from the “inner 
circle,’ so to speak—from those who 
have power to act and bring about 
changes. 

The news that is out, as. stated, 
comes very Straight. It Is that at the 
next méeting of councti!, or perhaps 
at ‘the one following. a resolution will 
be introduced in council requesting the 
city attorney to draw up a charter 
amendment for the state legislature 
to pass that will relieve Atlanta of all 
the boards—the police board, the board 
ef education, the park board, the he@lth 
board, the water board, the hospital 
board, the library board, the cemetery 
board and the board of fire masters— 
all in one fell swoop!

It is said that the matter has Ween 
quietly worked up because it was 
known that if it leaked out there 
might be enough Opposition to kill it.

Luke, Thomas L. Rutland 

He exhorted the class to Acquit them- 
selves like men, “Let your lips be 
clean and your speech be clean,” he 
said.

No other of 
God's creatures ever spoke in a@ way 
to disclose reason. Guard your words. 
Be holy jnen. Never say anything in 
the presence of a man you could not 
repeat before any woman. Shun im- 
pure speech. Nothing so discounts 4 
minister's usefulness as for it to be 


known among his people that he is a. 


man of impure speech. Never tell a 
smutty story. So conduct yourselves that 
every man and every woman will be 
edified in your presence. Let your 
holiness be apparent ‘to all.” 

The Preacher's Opportunity. 

“You hear much of the preacher's 
problems. I want to talk to you of the 
preacher's opportunity. Remember, a 
great difficulty is a great opportunity. 
Human history is full of instances of 
men who have become great through 
overcoming obstacles. If this be true 
in the work of the world, how much 
more is it true in the. service of the 
Lord. What produces great conquering 
nations but the power of overcoming 
difficulties?” 

Adverting briefly to the accomplish- 
ments of some great figures in history, 
he said they were invariably men who 
loved God and came from Christian 
countries. ‘‘No cables under the sea 
were ever laid by pagan nations,” he 
declared.

Give your best 
to God, and He will give it back to 
you. I am going to give you some 
advice that niay sound strange to you. 
Write out your sermon and then look 
at it. Ask yourself, ‘Is there any 
sense in this?” I do not ask you to 
read it to your flock. The writing will! 
direct the channel of your thoughts. It 
will deepen the channel. 

“Write out your prayers. If you 
usé care in the way ef speaking to 
men, how much more care should you 
remploy in framing the petitions you 
Send to the throne of grace. The 
aposties never asked the Lord to teach 
them how to preach. They did ask, 
‘Lord, teach us to pray.’ The preacher 
who knows how to talk to God will 
know how to talk to man. What is 
/preaching but prayer turned around? 
You.beseech God in the one for aid 
and guidance. You entreat the breth- 
ren, on the other, te follow that guid- 
ance. 

“If I had time during this confer- 
ence, I would give you a talk every 
morning on prayer. You never rige 
higher intellectually and spiritually 
than when you pray, ‘Lerd, teach us 
how to pray.’” 

The questions requireg by the dis- 
cipline of the church were then pro- 
pounded to the applicants: “Have you 
faith in Christ?” “Will you diligently 
instruct the children in every place?’

These amounts represent the dona- 
tions of the churches -proper, | being 
separate and distinct from the work of 
the Woman's Mismonary Society or 
kindred organizations. 


Dr. Parker’s Address. 

At the beginning of his talk. Dr. 
Parker’ statéd that he expected -to 
make a.general gurvey of the advance- 
ment made in China within the past 
few years. Among other things, he 
Said: 

“The changes which have taken 
Place in China since the Boxer upris- 
ing in 1900 have. been ‘greater than 
in any other country in the world. 
They have been nothing short of:-a 
revolution. China today does not have 
to awake to her opportunities and 
needs. She is already awake and -is 
waiting eagerly for opportunities to 
better herself and is taking advantage 
of these opportunities as far as they 
appear. The first church, no matter 
what ‘the “denomination, that pours 
into China a thousand missionaries is 
going to put the stamp of {ts individu- 
ality upon the new nation which is 
being evolved. 

“The progress of our work is far 
more rapid for the past.two years than 
ever before. We now have 60,000 ch!1- 
dren in our schools: 110,000 patients 
receiving medica] attention, and more 
than 256,000 members of the various 
churches. 

“There is a marked tendency among 
the missionaries representing differ- 
ent Protestant churches in China to- 
ward combining in the work to a 
common end. This is especially true 
while revival meetings are being held.

This 
was more than 10 feet long. ard pro- 
vided for more than a bushel of herbs 
to be made into a cupfu) of tea, guar- 
anteed to lll or cure, in one day: He 
followed this by an amusing story of 
the case of the patient for whom the 
prescription was meant. 

Pr. Parks then told tn a few earnest 
words’ of the neeq of two new  build- 
ings in Soochow. One bvwilding to 
house a@ medical school and another 
in which to do kindergarten work, 
which will be carried on by Mrs. 
Parks and ,her daughter, the latter 
having just completed a course of 
study in this work in Nashville. 

Subscriptions on both buildings are 
already coming in, Dr. Parks stated. 
but he asked the conference to con- 
tribute $1,000 for the cause. assuring 
them that no other department of the 
work in China is more deserving or 
more needy.

LIFE DENIED HIM 


AFAIR CHANCE 


Elliott's History Indica- 
tive Mental Unsoundness 


‘Governor Brown Presents the 


Reasons for Commuting His 
Sentence to Life .Imprison- 
ment---A Man of Insanity and 
Delusions. 


“He never had a fair chance in 
life.” 

Such was his mother's statement re- 
garding “Dr.” J. M. Elliott, of La- 
Grange, who has just been saved from 
the gallows by Governor Brown's act 
of clemency, and who will serve a 
life sentence for the murder of G. L 
Rivers. 

Such also is Governor Brown's con- 
clusion after careful and conscientious 
consideration of all the aspécts of the 
case, and upon the ground that his 
act proceeded from menta] unsound- 
ness rather than solely from an aban- 
doned and malignant heart, the gov- 
ernor decided that the demands of 
humanity would be best satisfied by 
commutation to life imprisonment. 

Elliott is now in Fulton county 
jail, from where he will be sent at 
once to the penitentiary, being as- 
signed to the Fulton county white 
road gang. He will start work on the 
Fulton county roads the first of next 
week. 

Governor Brown’s Conclusions. 


p Following is the statement of Gov- 


ernor Brown giving his reason (for 
commuting Elliott to NMfe imprison- 


ment: 

In Re J. M. Elliott, Murder, from 
Troup County, Application for Exe- 
cutive Clemency. 

In the hearing of this case appeals 
for sympathy have constituted a 
strong factor. Yet, sympathy can- 
not be admitted as hating any claim, 
else there would be practically no 
punishment, for every offender against 
the law has relatives or friends who 
would exhaust this briny fountain to 
defeat justice. 

Stripping the controversy of all ob- 
scuring elements, we find, as the cru- 
cial point for consideration, the men- 
tal condition of the appellant at the 
time of the commission yf the deplor- 
able deed which was the Subject of 
the trial. 

No one can absolutely determine that 
condition; but, to arrive at the legal 
probabilities, we must review the life 
history of the appellant before the 
commission of the crime. 

From an exhaustive examination of 
the record of the trial’ and of the mul- 
titude of affidavits, letters and other 
sources of information laid before the 
prison commission and the executive 
the following testimony was devel- 
oped: 

Elliott's Heritage. 

“J. M. Elliott at his very birth was 
marked with the repulsive signs of 
his father’s profligacy. As a baby, his 
father was unnaturally cruel to him. 
As he passed his first years that par- 
ental cruelty developeg into brutality. 
When he was yet a liad, his father, 
on one occasion, was mistreating his 
sister. The boy endeavored to stay 
this and the frenzied father stabbed 
him ‘on the head with a dirk. When 
he was eleven years old his father 
drove him from his home and forbadi 
him to ever return. The mother b3 
Stealth brought him back and (for 
weeks hid him in the garret of th: 
residence during the hours the father 
was at home. 

“The result, however, wags that the 
boy became a street waif, with asso- 
clates generally bad. after a time the 
father readmitted him under the fami- 
ly roof, but Only to persecute him un- 
mercifully. Police officers of Chat- 
tanooga testify to this office that his 
father had him arrested time and 
again and put in jail, and that on re- 
quest of the mother they as often re- 
leased him. 

“The father. finally, was placed in 
the asylum for lunatics in Chatta- 
nooga, where, after a couple of years, 
he died, a raving maniac. 

“This Summary of his early career, 
in truth would seem to illustrate his 
mother’s pathetic statement in this of- 

‘He never had a fair chance 
in life!’

Asylum Rather Than Scaffold. 


“The circumstances of the killing 
in LaGrange, when' linked to the tes- 
timony from Chattanooga and Macon, 
as to Elliott's acts and general ca- 
reer, which indicated insanity of a 
dangerous type, would seem to demand 
that he be consigned to the asylum 
for lunatics, rather than to the scaf- 
fold. But there is abundant testl- 
mony, which was submitted to the 
jury, to the effect that the delusion 
under which he rested when he fatally 
shot Rivers was quite probably caused 
by his persistent use of cocaine and 
other drugs. Upon this testimony, 
manifestly, the jury found him guilty 
of murder. And but for the testimony 
of court officials, etc.. which I have 
quoted, as to his insanity apparent 
in his youth and early manhood, which 
testimony has been given by parties 
who were not before the jury as wit- 
nesses, I should altogether decline to 
interfere with the verdict of the jury. 
I cannot but feel convinced, however, 
that if the case were tried now, and 
these ‘additional witnesses sworn, the 
jury would fix the punishment at im- 
prisonment for life. In fact, two of 
the jurors, who do not live in La- 


| M 


Rich & 
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Grange, the location of the homicide, 
have signed requests for commutation 
of the sentence to imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for life. 


“Therefore, balancing the fact that 
Elliott Was voluntarily addicted to the 
use Of drugs, whieh mav have caused 
the delusion under which he ‘shot 
Rivers, against the fact that in his 
early years he was confined for a time 
in the lunatic asylum in  Chatta- 
nooga and was otherwise on several 
occasions declared by officers admin- 
istering the law to be demented or 
crazy, I.am forced to the. conclusion 
that this i#-a@ ease wheretn- the par- 
doning power conferred on the execu- 
tive must be’ used to prevent such an 
application of the rules of law as 
would shock the sense of propriety in- 
herent in our people. In this con- 
clusion, I am.-in accord with the view 
of Hon. M. W. Beck, fustice of. the su- 
preme court, who delivered the apin- 
ion of that court ovérruling the mo- 
tion for a new trial for Elliott, and 
who, within the past few days, has 
addressed a communication to me rel- 
ative to this case, from which I 
quote: 


What Justice Beck Says. 


“‘T cannot refrain from expressing 
my profound conviction that upen the 
face of the record in this case there 
appears much that seems to render the 
application for executive cleméncy one 
that is entitled to patient and thought- 
ful conviction The more carefully this 
record is studied, the deeper the con- 
viction becomes, The evidence tending 
to establish the theory of counsel for 
the prisoner that he was, at the time 
of the commission of the homicide, and 
long prior thereto, of unsound mind, 
covers, in its scope, many years of the 
prisoner’s life, and must be strongly 
persuasive to a thoughtful, dispas- 
sionate mind of the truth of the con- 
tention insisted upon by counsel, and 
by many not connected with the case 
in any way.

Confusion tn Identification. 

Much confusion arose over the iden- 
tification of the dead. Though the 
rescuers described the body of McMul- 
len as that of the man who clasped 
the boy in his arms, the boy was 
claimed by the mother and sister of 
Alfred Kroll, 15 years of age, a trap- 
per, and they also have identified an- 
other of the bodies as that of his 
father. Henrv Kroll, 62 years old. 

Helen Kroll, sister of Alfred, de- 
clared there could be no mistake. 

“It is papa and Alfred,” she said, 
weeping. “I know papa was trying to 
gave my little brother.

The identification was reported to 
the undertakers and Mrs. Kroll has 
claimed the bodies.

It is much to be regretted that occasion or necessity was found for the 
postponement of Atlanta’s bond election for two months beyond the date 
fixed in December. | 

It is- difficult to concetve—in fact,-it is not to be credited—that, in the 
light of Atlanta’s well-known and most urgent needs, needs which can be 
supplied through no other means, the result of the election was in danger 
through opposition or indifference on the part of Atlanta’s citizens. 

But, in support of its action calling upon council to order the election

We say this much in no sense of Opposition to college athletics, which 
have played such important part in the making of men; but rather in dep 
recation of that element which destroys. 


As Chancellor McCracken well says: 


Ve do not believe in making preparation for footbail as serious as 

the preparation of an army for battle. We believe in eliminating risk. 
If elimination of risk lessens. the attendance at the games one- 
half, we believe tn thus diminishing the attendance. If it diminishes 
the commercial importance of the game, we find in this another reason 
for abolishing the danger of fatal accidents. But our main reason for 
wanting further reform is that we value human life and still stand by 


the sixth commandment, “‘Thou Shalt Not Kill.”’ 

If the element of danger is essential to its commercial success, then 
it were better to abandon the commercial side of it. 

But we do not believe this will follow. There will be plenty of patron- 
age for a.clean-cut game, keen in competition, from which broken legs and 
broken skulls have been eliminated. 

It is to be hoped the intercollegiate association will proceed to the 
work of elimination.

The waterway is simply one element or link in the great chain of the 
general transportation system; the public highway is the very beginning 
of it, without Which the completed chain could have no mooring. 

Mr. Middlebrooks, very appropriately, gives first place in his summary 
to federal aid for public highways, for any substantial scheme of progress 


must make its start with first principles. 
It is folly to keep adding superstructure without strengthening founda- 


tion. 
And the public highway is the foundation and first principle of the 


; transportation system. 
Conceding the general good of both wdterway and road improvements, 


the latter reaches and advantages directly three times as many people as 


the first. 
And the vast interior population of the United States is gradually but 


surely awakening to the point of determined demand that its interests, as 
well as those of the inhabitants adjacent to coasts and waterways, shall 
‘be given more direct consideration in the distribution of the millions in 
| federal taxes which it chiefly pays. 

Armies, navies, waterways, all have their essential part in the general 
scheme of government, but they do not and cannot get close to the greater 
proportion of the national population. 

The two things in which this vast majority of the people of the United 
ates might be most directly bemefited by federal aid—public roads and 
education—are the things most ignored by the national government. 

There is, emphatically, an opportunity here for southern congressmen; 


They can win, too, for it is not to be questioned that the strong: delega- 
tions of central and western states will stand with them in the fight.

Governor Brown yesterday § issued 
the customary executive proclamation 
for an annual day of Thanksgiving, as 
follows: 

“Many are the blessings vouchsafed 
to our people from the plenteous palm 
of the great Father, in this harvest- 
time of a most bountiful year. 

“The profits arising from advanced 
prices in cotton heve more than 
made up for crop deficiency; the yield 
of corn has been so unusual that the 
cribs of the husbandman are fuller 
than for years of the golden grain of 
the field; the larder and the smoke- 


plethor of ante-bellum days, while the 
heavy hand of the baneful credit sys- 
tem is gradually, but surely, being 
lifted from the home of the provident 
planter. 

“No harsh clashes between capital 
and labor, or other disorders threaten 
the peace and the prosperity of our 
state; no famine or pestilence has in- 
terrupted the health or the happiness 
of our people; and good times bless 
every section and all the interests of 
our beloved commonwealth. 

“Therefore, in accordance with the 
custom that has obtained from _ the 
earliest days of the republic, and the 
action of the president of the United 
States, I, Joseph M. Brown, governor 
of the state of Georgia, do issue this 
my proclamation designating Thurs-

Fleming Grantland duBignon was 
born on July 25, 1852, at the old fam- 
ily homestead, Woodville plantation, 
near Milledgeville, in Baldwin county, 
Georgia. 

His father was Charles duBignon. He 
was born on Jekyl Island, Glynn coun- 
ty, Georgia, January 4, 1809. Charles 
duBignon’s father came to Jeky! Is- 
land and settled it in the early years 
of the last century. He was a roy- 
alist in France, and found the French! 
revolution and the Napoleonic era un- 
Charles duBignon served 
his country in one of the Indian wars 
and in the civil war he was an un- 
reservedly loyal confederate. He serv- 
ed as captain in the Governor’s Horse 
Guard, of Milledgeville, in Cobb's 
Legion of cavalry. 

Fleming duBignon's mother _- still 
lives at the old family homestead. She 
is a daughter of Hon. Seaton Grant- 
land, who served for several years as 
a representative of Georgia in the 
United States congress, and her par- 
ternal grandfather was a patriot in 
the continental line during the rey- 
olution. 

Mr. duBignon secured his prelimin- 
ary education at the Virginia Military 
institute, after which he took a law 


and 


course at the University of Virginia, 
and was admitted to the bar of Geor-} 
gia in -1873. 

Legal and Political Career. 

He engaged in the practice of his' 
profession in Milledgeville, where his 
success was m@rked, and he soon rose 
to prominence along professional and 
public lines. 

He served two years on the bench 
as judge of the county court of Bald- 
win county. In 1880-81 he represented 
that county in the Georgia house of 
representatives. In 1882-83 he was a 
member of the state senate, represent- | 
ing the twentieth district. | 

He was a candidate for the presi-/ 
dency of the senate, and was defeated} 
by one vote. If he had been cheedal 
to that office he would have succeed: | 
ed Alexander H. Stephens as governor, 
of Georgia by operation of law. 

In 1883 he removed to the city of! 
Savannah, and the following year was 
elected solicitor general of the eastern 
circuit. 

Before the expiration of his term he 
waa again elected to the senate in 


he was on the board of trustees of the 
university. He took great pride in the 
Georgia Normal, and was deeply inter- 
ested in its great work. 

Although not a graduate of the Unit- 
versity of Georgia, it had no more 
cordial and hearty supporter. He never 
lost an opportunity to aid it and 
to speak its pralise.

As a public man, Mr. duBignon had 
the confidence of the people to a re- 
markable degree, and deserved it by 
his frank and just deportment.

“The federation desires also to ex- 
press the earnest hope that the activi- 
ties of this commission may extend be- 
yond the effort to stamp out the curse 
of the hook worm, and address them- 
selves also to the further effort: to 
eliminate tuberculosis and other dis-

New York, November 19.—There 
were conflicting influences at work in 
the stock macket today, which gave it 
an appearance of irregularity. The 
unfavorable influence was a doubt 
about the character of tomorrow's bank 
Statement. In favor of higher prices 
was the renewal of rumors of the 
progress of the plan for consolidation 
of the copper-producing corporations 
and assumptions growing out of the 
Wells-Fargo melon-cutting on other 
bonuses. The latter influence was per- 
ceptible in the wide advances on light 
dealings of a number of high-priced 
investment stocks known to have large 
Surplus holdings in their treasuries, 
@s wel] as others credited with ‘“con- 
cealed assets’ which do not figure in 
balance sheets. The equities in & 
ing properties have been poir | 
often as justification for the 
dinary price level attained 
stock in proportion to the ~ 
dividend payment. This in‘ 
dominant in the trading 
again today. The mark 
the stock showed sii s 
erations of an orgai.:zed 
Speculation, and was of 
sentimental influenee on the rest of the 
market.

The stirring up 
of this class of securities in so sensa- 
tional a manner is looked upon with 
suspicion, and is likely to prejudice the 
feeling against the general market. 
Doubts over the complexion of the 
bank statement were due to uncertain- 
ty over the after-effects of last week's 
loan contraction, as much ag to the act- 
ual cash loss indicated by the prelim- 
inary estimates of the currency move- 
ment. In these the total of gold for 
export for the week ran up to $5,400,- 
000. The express movement with the 
interior on the other hand, yielded a 
considerable balance in favor of New 
York, and the subtreasury operations 
nearly half a million more, so that the 
loss by gold exports seem to have been 
reduced to under $2,000,000. The loan 
item is still subject to doubt, and oper- 
ations in the exchange market this 
week were attributed to remittances on 
the payment of some maturing forefgn 
loans in which United States Steel was 
said to have figured as cquateral.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial 
Say About 


New York, November  19.—Brad- 
street's tomorrow will say that with 
the arrival of cold weather this week, 
retail trade, hitherto inclined to lag, 
has taken on the appearance of activ- 
ity, and distributive trade reports are 
more uniformly encouraging than for 
some time past. In some sections, par- 
ticularly the northwest, the temporary 
effect of heavy snows, interrupting 
transportation to some extent, has 
been to dull some lines of wholsale 
trade, but the general effect of the 
winter visitant has been helpful. In 
wholesale lines generally the nearer 
approach of winter has had a stimulat- 
ing efftce upon general feeling. Re- 
ports from the shoe manufacturing 
trade are better, east and west, and 
the coal trade, it is hoped, will show 
further improvement. In the cotton 
goods trade the feature has been a 
country-wide advance in _ prices of 
Prints. A more or less general] ten- 
dency to advance prices of other cot- 
ton goods and to find buyers at the 
higher levels is also noted. Holiday 
trade is good, with jobbers and the 
reports a8 to spring trade are of a high 
degree encouraging. From the indus- 
trial field generally, the report is of a 
large output, and in some cases, as in 
the western shoe trade and the auto- 
mobile industry, extra time ig being 
run. The railroads are buying freely 
of equipment and track material. Pig 
iron buying shows a slackening after 
a long period of activity, but the out- 
Put is large and stocks are claimed to 
be not accumulating, though some va- 
rietles have eased slightly. The lum: 
ber trade igs reported good as a whole, 
though there are some scattered com- 
Plaints from the south and the North 
Pacific coast. ,

DUN & CO.’S REVIEW. 


{ New York, November 19—R. G. Dun 
& Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that monetary anx- 
ieties have faded and business gener- 
ally continues wonderfully large and 
prosperous. Some serious problems ap- 
pear, one of them higher prices in many 
of the markets, but these are in process 
of adjustment. The copper industry, 
so long under the depressing influence 
of a tremendous production. will be 
favorably affected by plans for bring- 
ing the trade under better control. Re- 
ports from the various trade centers 
continue of the same general nature. 
_ Some lull in the demand for pig iron 
is Offset by continued heavy purchases 
of finished material at advancing prices 
and reports are not infrequent of pre- 
miums being paid for prompt delivery. 
Trade continues steady with dry 
gzoods jobbing houses, and shows many 
evidences of broadening in retail chan- 
nels. Prices continue to rise, ad- 
vances in prints having been  an- 
nounced an Monday: other advances 
were made unannounced in other lines. 
Cotton prices continue tO have a direct 
influence on the values of goods, and 
manufacturers are becoming more and 
more conservative in building up 
stocks, this, in turn, causing merchants 
to restrict sales to spot and near-by 
deliveries. Some good sales of prints 
for shipment to Manila have been made, 
but export trade generally is quiet. 
Underwear and hosiery lines for fal] 
are being opened and initial orders at 
the necessary advances are of a moder- 
ate character. Stocks in first and sec- 
ond hands are in a healthy condtion. 
Trade in shoes steadily expands, and 
the market is very firm, with buyers 
obliged to meet the advance. The en- 
tire leather markét is in a decidedly 
strong position, and stocks of about 
all varieties are closely held up. 
Prices are materially higher’ than 
they were two months ago. The packer 
hide market continues to rule firm.

DECEMBER DELIVERY 
SHOULD ADVANCE 


But Wheat for Other Deliveries 
Were Inclined to Drop. 
Corn and Oats Higher. 


Chicago, November’ 19—Increased 
congestion in the December delivery 
caused a further advance in the 
price of that option in the wheat 
market here today, the high point of 
the day being reached at $1.08 7-8. 
Distant deliveries were inclined to 
drop. <At the close, prices were 1-8 
lower «to %c higher. Coarse grain 
and provisions closed higher. 

Active demand for the December de- 
livery, and a consequent widening of 
the spread between that option and 
the May delivery, was the feature of 
trading in the wheat pit. At one 
time during the day the premium .on 
December was 2 7-8, compared with 
2 1-4 the previous session. Many of 
the smaller shorts, alarmed at the 
prospects of a “squeeze” in the near- 
by delivery, were urgent bidders near- 
ly all day, but offerings were light 
the greater part of the time. Decreased 
receipts at all primary points in this 
country contributed to a slight degree 
to the strength of that delivery. The 
distant futures failed to follow the up- 
ward trend of the December delivery, 
owing to favorable reports regarding 
the new crop in Argentina and Aus+ 
tralia, as well as in this country. A 
St. Louis trade journal reported the 
fall-sown crop to be in*excellent con- 
dition, with the exception of some 
damage by Hessian fly in Illinois and 
Missouri. Demand for cash wheat 
was rather siack at all the principal 
centers. The range on the December 
delivery for the day was between 
$1.08@1.08 1-8 and $1.08 7-8, while 
Mav sold between $1.0514¢@1.06 1-8. 
At the close, the December option 
was well up toward the top, at $1.08, 
but the more distant deliveries were 
almost at the bottom, with May at 
$1.05 5-8. : 

Clear weather in the corn belt had 
a weakening effect on the corn market, 
but the selling pressure was not heavy 
at any time, owing to the action of De- 
cember wheat. Trading was inclined 
to drag throughout the day ,and prices 
moved over a narrow range. The close 
was easy. with prices a shade to 's@ 
14¢ below the previous close. Profit 
taking in the December option caused 
moderate weakness in the oats Market. 
The volume of trading, however, was 
small. At the close, prices were un- 
changed to %@ %c lower. ' 

Despite bullish statistics regarding 
the hog movement throughout the west, 
the provisions market was weak all 
day.. Local packers were moderate 
sellers, and this resulted in material 
declines, particularly in pork.

REVIEW OF THE MARKETS: | 
COTTON SUGAR AND RICE 


New York, November 19.—COTTON— 
It has been a nervous cotton market, 
‘dominated, for the’ most part, by large 
interests which in the main are bull- 
ish. Also, however, the receipts have 
undoubtedly fallen off sharply; spot 
markets have been strong, with reports 
of increased activity here and there, 
New York sold 5,000 bales in one block 
on Thursday for export, and Eugene 
Scales denies emphatically a rumor, 
current on Thursday, that he was sell- 
ing out his holdings preparatory to 
leaving New York. From time to time 
similar rumors have been circulated 
supposedly by bear interests, and they 
have caused much soreness among the 
bulls. who accuse their opponents of 
Stabbing them in the back. At one 
time a rumor is circulated that Patten 
is selling out; then, again, that Scales 
is not; then, again, thatthe whole bull 
outfit is liquidating. The answer to 
this has usually been a sharp rally in 
prices. Moreover, the general Killing 
frosts of late in the southwest, accord- 
ing to bulls, disposes finally and ef- 
fectually of the expectations of a top 
crop in that quarter. In fact, killing 
frost has been so general not only in 
the southwest, but also in the central 
bél and east of the Mississippi, that 
many regard the growing season as 
practically over, and they await with 
impatience the government crop e&ti- 
mate on December 10. That will be 
what Horace Greely used to call 
“mighty interesting reading’’ for the 
cotton world.
